PARIS, lll., June 17.—The mystery cf 
the wrecking of the Edgar County Na- 
tonal Bank, which has aroused great 
interest in lilinols during the past week, 
is still unsolved, though much gossip 
is centered about one man. 

On the morning of Thursday, June 8, 
at 3:4 o'’ciock, a charge of dynamite 
exploded within the bank vault, literal- 
ly destroyed that substantial brick and 
steel enclosure, leaving only a hole, par- 
tially filled with the debris of books, 
papers and safety deposit boxes, to show 
where it had stood, 

That the explosion originated within 
the vault is regarded by the police as 
indicated beyond controversy by the 
fact that the flooring up to the edge ot 
“the yault brickwork remains intact, 


while great holes were biown in the 


“partion walls on either side, the cel!- 
ing overhead obiiteraicu and the entire 
interior of the buliding, both front and 
rear, reduced to ruin. 

The lon safe, containing 356,000 in 
Cash, which stood immediately in front 
of the vault, was topped over by the 
force of the explosion, while a smaller 
safe, within the enclosure, 
the fractional currency and important 
papers, was blown through the 2-tich 
floor of brick and concrete into the cel- 
lar. 

Neither safe showed the slightest evi- 
Gence of having been tampered with 
and, on being opened, the contents were 
a to be intact. 
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INDICTMENTS ONLY DEEPEN MYSTERY 


June 17.—The five indictments returned late Friday 
by the grand jury against Bookkeeper W. W. Jungten of 
the wrecked bank have oaly served to increase the dynamite mystery.

This was badly mutilated 
and seemingly powder burned, though 
not to such an extent that the contents 
were undecinherable. 


No Irregularities, Officials Say. 


The bank officials positively assert 
that the most careful examination of 
the books has failed to disclose any ir- 
regularities, and this fact, coupled 
with the police conclusion that» rob- 
bery was not the incentive for the 
crime, has served to create a mystery 
that has persistently baffled those who 
have sought to assign a plausible mv- 
tive for the outrage. 

The first development of interest lay 
in the fact that one.of. Bookkeeper W. 
W. Juntgen's arms was broken. This 
accident was due, he avers, to a fily- 
ing brick, which tore a hole through 
the screen of his apartments on the 
opposite side of the public square, fully 
100 yards away, and struck him.

The most remarkable feature of this 
story lies in the fact that nowhere in 
the 100 vards of space intervening be- 
tween the bank and Juntgen’s apart- 
ments was there found a brick or bit 
of debris of any kind, with the excep- 
tion of one of the fire doors of the 
wrecked vault, which was blown 
through the front of the building to 
the terrace of the Courthouse yard, a 
distance of nearly 100 feet. 

The brick whieh*Juntgen exhibits to 
suppert his story, is clean and whole, 
the edges being..met even chipped. 


Peculiar Hole in the Screen. 

The aperture in the s¢reen is in the 
shape of a cross, as cleanly cut as 
though made with a knife, and per- 
sons who made an examination on the 
morning of the explosion, aver the 
edges turned outward.

PAWHUSKA, Okla., June 17.—The im- 
providence of the American Indian is 
one of his remarkable characteristics. 
Among the Osages, who are literally 
“rolling in wealth,"’ great extravagance 
prevails, especially when they receive 
thelr annuity moneys, which pass 
through their fingers like water. The 
halfbreed citizen of the tribe are pos- 
sibly more reckless than the fullbloods. 
A number of halfbreed families who 
lived in poverty before they succeeded 
in getting their names on the tribal 
rolis, suddenly found themselves pos- 
sessed of fortunes, which disappeared 
like dust in the desert. Afterward a 
number of these famflies were shown 
not to be entitied to citizenship and 
were dropped from the rolls. A writer 
in the Pawhuska Journal relates these 
incidents of Osage extravagance: 

“We recall the case of several 
members of a family admitted but aft- 
erwards stricken from the rolls, who 
received at one time $25,000 back money. 
At one time they continued to draw.the 
regular per capita annulty, notwith- 
standing they were soon reduced to 
penury. The first expenditure was to 
pay attorneys and others aiding them 
to get on the rolls; for this purpose 
they used much of their money. As the 
money was fully in their hands, the 
fact that they probably never had 
had two suits of clothing each, nor per- 
haps more than a dollar's worth of su- 
gar in the house at one time, every 
member in the family was soon fully 
fitted out with clothing enough to sat- 
isfy a Fifth avenue swell. Sugar was 


purchased by the barrel, fruit by the

“In commenting upon this recently, a 
white man said that he once passed the 
heme and saw more merchandise going 
to destruction than he had ever wit- 
nessed before. On one corner of the 
porch eat a gase of California canned 

hes which the children were eat- 

ng at will, Out in the vard stood a 
barrel of sugar, where it had »béen 
rolled from the wagon several days be- 
fore. it had been opened and left un- 
covered. A passing shower had moist- 
ened the contents, which afterward 
hardened in the sun. A lump as big as 
a fiour sack was liying in the yard, 
kicked about by the children and 
Jumped over by the dogs. Other things, 
including a complete bolt of calico, en- 
tirely new, were cast abqut the yard in 
reckiess disregard of vaiue, Since this 
family has been stricken from the rolls 
it has been in very reduced circum- 
stances. Truly the fool and his money 
aro soon parted. 

“Another family was placed on the 
rolls and drew nearly $13,000. In less 
than 12 months the entire amount was 
equandered, and the past due mort- 
gages on chattels were foreclosed by 
creditors. Although this family lived 
in Pawhueka and had no conceivable 
use for more than one wagon, the fath- 
¢r found it necessary to own three. 
every child on the place was provided 
with a pony and saddle and they had 
guns lore, They had one built by 
orde? at a fancy price by an 
tern firm."’

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 17.—Poll- 


tics in Arkansas is a continuous per- 
formance. There is much of farce and 
vaudeville, a great deal of opera bouffe, 
consideraole straight comedy, and a 
strain of the semi-tragic running 
through it that makes it a constant 
source of cntertainment to those-whon 
Gov. Jeff Davis in his public addresses 
has admiringly designated as the ‘red 
necks and the hill billies.’’ 

Jeff. Davis in manfy respects is the 
most wvicturesque Governor Arkansas 
has ever had. He has done many things 
no other Governor ever dared. The most 
notable of these achievements was his 
election to a third term as Gevernor, 
the first time this ever happtned in che 
70 years’ history of Arkansas as a 
State. He nas made more enemies, bullt 
up a stronger machine, and cast more 
precedents to the wind than any other 
Governor of Arkansas; he is more cor- 
dially hated and condemned by his ene- 
mies and mere enthusiastically laud#i 
by his friends than anyone who ever 
filled the chief executive office.

—that is, the vote cast for United States 
Senator in the various counties, shall

FOR A DEAD MAN 


Defendant Was Not in Court 
When His Case Was. Called, 
He Had Killed Himself.

CLEVELAND, June 17.—GJeorge Kan- 
sorski had been arrested on a charge of 
assault. He had hurled a lamp at his 
wife, and their little home at 321 Hope 
*treet was wrecked. Officers were 
called and Kansarski was placed in a 
cel] at the Swiss Street Police Station. 

Fearing a heavy sentence, he took his 
life before the night was over, and his 
dead body was taken to his home for 
oreparation for burial. The charge was 
canceled at the Swiss street station, and 
far as the officers there were con- 
corned, the case was iinished. 

The court officers, not knowing of his 
death, piaced the man’s name upon the 
docket. It happened that all the other 
cases were tried before his name was 
called ahd when the court officer called 

ut: “‘!s George Kansarski in court?’

Failing in this, they are counting on 
accepting the invitation of the recent 
Domocratic State Convention for a fu- 
sion agreement by which the Independ- 
ent Republicans and the Democrats 
could work together in behalf of a tick- 
et with John Weaver at its head. 

Although the new fight will not 
cleave to the lines of former factional

Violation of Interscate Commerce Law.

longest step yet taken by the Federal 
Government in opposition to labor 
unions was the charge made to the 
Federal grand jury here by District 
Judge John H. Rogers this week,’ say 
advocates of union jabor. , 

Judge Rogers instructed the grand ju- 
rors to find indictments against 
persons who had interfered by threats 
or violence with the unloading at Spad- 
ra, Ark., of a car of machinery loaded 
by strike-breakers at Chicago. 

The Federal grand jury has as yet 
taken no action in the premises. None 
of the witnesses in the case has vet 
been summoned. The grand jury !s, 
however, still in session, and union lia- 
bor men here fell certain that before 
it adjourns the witnesses will be heard. 
Labor unions throughout the country, 
especially those of Chicago, are intense- 
ly interested in the Judge's charge, and 
are watching proceedings closely: 

The story of the case is this; 

Several months ago a car load of ma- 
chinery, consigned to the Consolidated 
Coal Co. of Clarksville, Ark., having 
mines at Spadra, Ark., was received at 
that place. This car of machinery was 
from a concern in Chicago unfavorable 
to labor unions and was loaded by non- 
union men who were attempting to 
break the Chicago strike. 

When the machinery left Chicago it 
was followed by a walking elegate, 
who‘had learned the destination of the 
shipment and knew the particulars per- 
taining to the loading. The car arrived 
at Spadra and the walking delegate 
soon had the union miners in line 80 
that they would net unlead the nia- 
chinery.

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company were then brought out, but 
the miners induced them not to do the 
werk. 

Jordan E. Cravens, president of the 
mines, formerly a State Senator in 
Arkansas, then secured a number of 
workmen from Clarksville, five miles 
away, and took them to the mines to 
unload the machinery, but the miners 
argued with these laborers that their 
bread and butter came from the miners 
and that if the miners were thrown 
out of work the progressive element of 
the vicinity would cease to become a 
large contributor to the finances of the 
towns. This argument had an effect 
and the Clarksville men refused to 
have anything to do with the unload- 
ing of the machinery. 


Commisstoner Brown of the Opera- 
tors’ Association and President Peter 
Hanraty of the Mine Workers’ Union 
of this district were sent for, and 
they decided that the action in refus- 
ing to unload machinery was without 
warrant or authority, and President 
Hanraty ordered the stuff unloaded. 
This was done. 

Col. Cravens then sent a lettér to 

James K. Barnes, the United 
States District Attorney at Fort 
Smith, complaining of the treatment 
he had received at the hands of the 
miners. The letter was turned over 
to Judge Rogers, and his charge to 
the grand jury followed. It was a 
sensation to the union interests of 
this section. 

In his charge to the jury, Judge 
Rogers stated the case, as it was pre- 
sented to him, saying that if the 
facts in the case were correct the in- 
terstate commerce jaws had been 
violated, and declared that every man 
implicated was guilty of a violation 
of those laws. In such an event he in- 
formed the jury that it was its duty 
to indict every person implicated 
whose name could be obtained. He 
declared that if such conditions were 
aliowed to exist this could not be a 
land of law. 

“lt is no violation of the laws for the 
miners to refuse to unload the machin- 
ery, or for them to persuade the labor- 
erg to refuse to handle the shipment, 
but if they used threats or violence, 
they are subject to the laws which 
govern thig court and should be pun- 
ished according to the law,” said 
Judge Rogers while speaking to the 
jurors, “but if they did nothing of this 
kind, they have violated no lew. 

“There will be evidence brought be- 
fore you which will explain the matter 
to you better than I can do with the 
meager facts In my knowledge, but I 
will say that if the miners made no 
manifestation of violence, nor showed 
evidence of a conspiracy, they afe to 
be exonerated.”’ 

There was considerable excitement 
over the charge to the jury. Jud 
Rogers’ explanation of his text, and the 
failure of the mine officials to be called 
before the grand jury on Wednerday, 
have become to be looked upon as fav- 
ornble omens that the case has been 
dropped from the want of evidence, 

Peter Hanraty, the President of the 
Miners’ Union of this district, was in 
the city on Tuesday and was supposed 
to be one of thoge wanted as a witness 
before the grand jury, but he was not 
summoned, although he waited in the 
city for several hours after the charge 
to the jury was made. and then left for 
his home in South McAlester.

SCIENCE HUNTS 
TS ADAM 


- Ethnologists Digging 
land Caves to Find 
Remains of First Men. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Ethnolo- 
gists are almost continually making ex- 
eavations In caves in various parts of 
the United States in the hope of dis- 
covering evidences of a race of men 
that Is supposed to have inhabited 
North Amterica in prehistoric times. One 
of the most recent investigations has 
been completed by Dr. Charles Pea- 
body of Phillips Academy, Andover, 
Mass. A large cave at Cavetown, Md., 
was the scene of the exploration, and 
Dr. Peabody, together with Warren K. 
Moorehead and 10 men, was digging for 
more than a month. 

No fossil bones were found ifn the 
cave, but In a quarry 300 feet from the 
mouth of the cave fossil bones of ani- 
mals were unearthed. Some were of the 
early cave bear and the elk. 

The cave is about 100 feet wide by 100 
feet long.

Course Applied. 


ANNAPOLIS, June 17.—The chief fea- 
ture of the work of the Naval Academy 
shown the members of the Board of Vis- 
itors the other day was an exhibition of 
steam engineering. under thé direction 
ef the head of the department, Com- 
mander J. K. Barton. 

This is the first vear that the depart- 
ment has occupied its new building. The 
officers in charge are expert and en-

The course in marine engineering is 
designed to begin at the bottom, which 
means the preparation of the original 
drawings of machinery. It progresses

British Oustoms Secretary 

Voices His Apprehensions 
in an Address.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—That the 
industrial and financial tion 
of China has already reached the point 
at which there is threat of a grave 
monetary crisis js. the suggestion pre- 
sented by H. B. Morse, a statistical 
secretary of the British customs serv- 
ice in China, in an address which Di- 
rector of the Mint Roberts has just re- 
ceived. The possibility is that China 
will presently be facing a condition Ip 
which a less. valuable coinage will be 
circulating side by side with a more 
valuable, and Mr. Morse’s fear is that 
in accordarice with the well-known 
economic law the less valuable medium 
wili drive out the more valuable, and 
produce a serious financial situation. 

Heretofore the “cash,” a copper coin 
in value equal to about oneé-twentieth 
of the American cent, has been the 
chief coin of Chinese circulation. But 
more recently there has been an exten- 
sive mintuge of a coin called the 
“cent,” which is equal to.about ten 
“cash.” Last year there were coined 
the immense total of 1,683,000,000 of these 
“cents,” while the coinage of. the 
“cash’* has not been increased. - 

While the value of the “cent” is 
nominally about ten times that of the 
“cash” its intrinsic value is not nearly 
so much larger, and hence the fear that 
the less valuable, intrihsically, of the 
two coins will drive out the other. 
Morse indicates that he regards the 
situation as a serious one he 
ee, if yee einai China is pre- 
pared to su ute such a unit o 
as the ‘“‘cent”’ for the much less veluaae 
unit on which all transactions have been 
based in the past. | 
He points out that to substitute a unit 
nominally ten times as vaiuable as the 
one to which business transactions have 
long been adjusted cannot tall to raise 
the whole standard of prices, and as is 
always the case in such a _ situation, 
wages of labor will be last to. feel the 
effect of the teridency to increase. 
Therefore, Mr. Morse points out, great 
multitudes of Chinese workers, who 
have been living on a wage approximat- 
ing to six pence per day, would tina 
er pane utterly unable to make ends 
meet. . 
Director Roberts, in speaki of the

NEW YORK, June 17.-—The Evening 
Post, in ite Wall street review of the 
Markets today, says: 

Weekly bank statements are awaited 
by the market, nowadays, with full ex- 
pectation of something unexpected and 
surprising in the figures. There was no 
disappointment of such expectations toe 
day, for the loan account rose $15,300,000, 
in the face of Wall street's complete 
stagnation. 

It is true that sore such expansion is 
commonly looked for on the.eve of the 
July settlement. But that does not or- 
dinarily occur thus far before the open- 
ing of July—except, indeed, where large 
purchases of securities are being made 
in anticipation of the disbursements of 
that time.

The “dummy” homesteader was used 
with telling effect. Any tramp could 
earn $10 by filing on a homestead, leas- 
ing the land to the cattle man, and go- 
ing on his way.

Prac- 
tically every cowboy in the State has 
en up a homestead—and most of

Famous Hit-and-Run. Play aden. Follows Signal—Fake 
Steal for Second Depends on Coacher—

That there is a code of signals used 
by contending ball teams is Known to 
many, but while patrons of the game 
are cognizant of the use of signals, 
they do not know of the signais or 
their meanings. The use of signais 
makes possible more speed and aggres- 
siveness in diamond work, and somv 
of the most spectacular and dramatic 
features of the game Gepend almost en- 
tirely upon the signal] system for their 
introduction in the plays. 

This secret service of baseball heips 
more clubs out of a rut than many 
fans think, and the difference between 
a leader and a tailender is often ac- 
counted for by the success or lack of 
success In working the signal codes. 
Baseball is getting to be such an ex- 
act ecience that brain work on the 
bench is cutting a bigger factor in the 
game than many imagine. 


Championship teams realize that the 
small things of basebal) are what have 
to be looked after.

signals. 

With a runner on first and the bats- 
man up the signal “I am going to hit, 
you steal,’ is given by the batter to 
the baserunner. Of course, ail the sixg- 
nals are of a Secret nature and have 
to be carefully guarded or they lose 
much of their effiCency, but it is 
known that the signal for the hit and 
run play of one of the major League 
clubs is for the batter to relax his 
grip on the bat and extend the hand 
outward.

“The coachers or batsmen handle all 
the base signals and hit-and-run plays, 
but the battery signals are given by 
thé catcher.

“The usual code comprises? ‘a slow ball. 
eurve ball and signals for high and 
wide ones. The control signs are in- 
structions to the pitcher to ut it

Work of the Catcher. 

“Tf I think a man is going to steal I 
sienal to the pitcher to ‘watch the run- 
ner, or to be prepared for a quick throw 
to the bag.

“This sign is also given when I think 
a man is going to steal. The pitcher 
keeps the ball outside the plate, or 
just. over the corner, gi ng me the 
chance to get the ball in “good post- 
tion for throwing to second.’ 

Asked {ff the signals of the teams ever 
went wrong or were misinterpreted, 
Warner responded:

The players are continually 
drilled tn their use and are constantly 
using them In the games, and it is only 
in a stupid moment that a player would 
wrongly interpret them. Then they do 
so they are warmly berated by their 
fellow teammates.’

Publisher of Woman’s Maga- 
zine Says That His Publica- 
tion Is Entitled to ‘Second- 
Class Rates. 


PEOPLE’S BANK PAID 
FOR ITS ADVERTISING 


“My Circulation Will Double 
If You Shut Me Out,” Lewis 
Tells Assistant Postmaster- 
General, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—E. Lew- 
is, president of the People’s United 
a Bank and president of the Lewis 

shing Co., publisher of Woman's 
Magazine, at a hearing this afternoon, 
practically defied Third Assistant Post- 
master-General E. C. Madden to deny 
the Woman's Magazine admiss‘on to the 
mails as second-class matter. 

“If you deny me use of the 
under second-class rates,” declared 
Lewis with much force. “my circulation 
wil double almost instantly. There are 
two and a half million people in sym- 
Dathy: with me in the fight which is 
being waged against me and they will 
stand loyally by me to the very end.”’ 

Lewis was the leader in the hearing. 
He made an address covering the alle- 
gations against the Woman's Magazine, 
and his attorneys took little part in 
the hearing more than to advise him 
legally. 

Regarding the allegation that the 
Woman's Magazine was designed pri- 
marily as an aid to a scheme to de- 
fraud, Lewis declared that he organized 
the Peoples’ United States Bank in good 
faith and that he had honestly account- 
ed for every dollar which had come into 
his possession. He insisted that if it 
were decided that the Woman's Maga- 
zine was not entitled to admission as 
second-class matter, then no magazine 
published in the United States was en- 
titled to admiasion as such. 

“Five years ago?’ said Lewis, “I ap- 
peared before you, Mr. Madden, in the 
interests of the Winner Magazine, and 
since that time I have implicitly fol- 
lowed your directions. FE-very line of ad- 
vertising for the Peoples’ Bank in the 
Woman's Magazine has been paid for 
at regular rates. I saw to this that i 
might net be accused of violating my 


second-class privileges.” 


Times Change Conditions. 


Regardin the allegation that 
Woman's Sragaszine was being circu- 
lated at a@ nominal rate (10 cents a 
year), Lewis said: “If this is a nominal 
rate, tell me what is not a nominal 
rate. Is it 15 cents, 20 cents, or what is 
it? What was ea nominal rate five years 
ago is not a nominal rate today. Prog- 
ress of the times has madé a great 
change in this matter. Improved ma- 
chinery has made possible great reduc- 
tions tn the cost of productions. All I 
ask is that the Woman's Magazine be 
placed on the same basis as other mag- 
azines. If you exclude it you must nec- 
essarily exclude all others.’ 

Lewis mentioned a number of promi- 
nent ublications, sayin that these 
magazines (Harper's, unsey's, Mc- 
Clure’s, Ladies’ Home Journal) earried 
proportionally more advertising than tne 
Woman's Magazine and that his pub- 
lication could come nearer paying its 
expenses from its circulation Hst than 
any of the others he mentioned. 

Lewis asked that he be given addi- 
tional time before the case was closed 
in which to file more evidence. He. ws 
granted one week. It is probable a ‘Se. 
cision will be rendered soon after this 


time has expired. 

Assistant Attorney-General Goodwin 
said this afternoon that it was imposs!l- 
bie to say when he would render a de- 
cision in the fraud order case against 
the Lewis bank. He said it might be a 
few days and might possibly be several 
weeks. 


LEWIS DEFENDS LOANS 
OF MONEY TO HIMSELF. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—Assistant 
Attorney-General Goodwin took under 
advisement the case of the People's 
United States Bank of St. Louis, which 
was cited to show cause why a fraud 
order should not be issued, at the close 
of the hearing at 1p. m. today. The As- 
sistant Attorney-General took special 
interest, it is said, in the matter of se- 
curity for loans of $411,000 to President 
Lewis and concerns in which he is in- 
terested. 

Lewis’ principal defense, it has been 
learned, was a plea that the bank did 
a great volume of business and brought 
money to 8t Louis that would ordinarily 
be banked elsewhere.

JEALOUSY WAS MOTIVE 
FOR DOUBLE TRAGEDY 


Philip Zimmerman Found Dead 
on Floor With Wife Sitting 
Dead in Chair—She Seemed 
to Be Afraid of Him. 


— 


Following a volley of shots fired in 
swift succession Philip Zimmérman and 
his wife, @e latter known by the name 
of “M ga,’’ her husband's pet name 
for he re found dead in their room 
on the ond floor of the rooming 
house, 1833 Wash street, shortly after 
7:30 o’clock last night. 

The double tragedy is believed to be 
a case of murder and suicide, the known 
facts supporting the theory that. Zim- 
merman first killed his wife and then 
himself. . 

Their door was found locked when 
Mrs. Sarah McKernan, the landlady, 
and several of her patrons tried to get 
in, after hearing the shots, and not un- 
til the police arrived and broke in one 
panel with their clubs was an entrance 
gained, 

Zimmerman was found lying on his 
back near the north end of the room, 
in front of a dresser, his body pointing 
diagonally across the room, his feet al- 
most touching those of his wife, who 
sat dead in a chair in the corner near a 
window. 

Zimmerman was shot through the 
right temple. Mrs. Zimmerman was 
shot twice, one bullet entering the head 
above the left eye and the other in front 


of the left ear. 


Three Bullets Went Wild. 


There were two bullet holes through 
the pane of the window near which 
Mrs. Zimmerman sat, and one in the 
window frame, this making six shots 
that are accounted for. 

A five-chambered revolver with but 
one shell in it was found at Zimmer- 
man’s feet. It is supposed that he must 
have fired the first five shots at his 
wife and then hurriedly inserted an- 
other cartridge and shot himself. 

In an open trunk within reach of his 
hand a number of cartridges were 
found. 

No_motive for the deed is known, al- 
though Mrs. McKernan voiced to the 
police a theory that Zimmerman was 
jealous of his wife, who, Mrs. McKer- 
nan says, seemed to be somewhat 
afraid of him. The landlady adds, how- 
ever, that she never heard the couple 
quarrel nor heard the husband speak 
harshly to his wife. 

Zimmerman was employed at the 
Home Comfort Range Co., Twenty- 
second street and Washington avenue, 
as a stovemaker. 


Heard Woman Laugh. 


Zimmerman, according to Mrs. Mc- 
Kernan’'s story, returned home about 1 
o'clock vesterday afternoon. About 3 p. 
m. he went out and returned shortly 
with a bucket of beer and a basket con- 
t@ining vegetables. Some time later, 
Mrs. McKernan says, she heard Mrs. 
Zimmerman laugh in the room. From 
that time nothing was heard until the 
firing of the shots.

The floor of the room was covered 
with blood when the police forced an 
entrance. Patrick Kilcullin, a roomer at 
the house, had vainly tried to break in 
the door before the police arrived. Zim- 


merman was in his underclothes and 
Mra. Zimmerman was partiaily un- 
dressed .Ciean underclothing for both 
lay on the bed. The policemen first ar- 
riving at the scene of the tra edy were 
Houlihan, Brenzele, Dolan and Shelton. 
Kilcullin having given the alarm. 

It would seem that whatever trouble 
caused the crime must have come to a 
sudden crisis. Mrs. McKernan says that 
the Zimmermans told her Friday that 
they were going Saturday afternoon to 
a pienic given by the labor union to 
which Zimmerman belongs. When Zim- 
merman came home yesterday afternoon 
he seemed to be nm a good humor.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The secrets 
buried in the report made Dy Messrs. 
Harmon and Judson to the Attorney- 
General of their investigations into the 
Santa Fe Railroad and its methods in 
dealing with the Colorado Fuel - and 
Iron Co. are one by one becoming pub- 
lic property, despite the efforts of the 
President and Attorney-General Moody 
to suppress the findings of their investi- 

gators. 

At the time of the appointment of the 
investigators there was an injunction 
against the road forbidding it to grant 
rebates on any shipments of necessities 
of life. The Government's investigators 
found that the Santa Fe road had been 
giving the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. 
heavy rebates on coal. 

The man who had entire charge of 
the freight traffic on the Santa Fe road 
was its vice-president, Paul Morton, 
now Secretary of the Navy,and head 
of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society. It was ascertained by the in- 
vestigators that while occupying the 
position of vice-president of the Santa 
Fe road and granting rebates to the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., Mr. Morton 
was a heavy stockholder in the Colora- 
do Fuel and Iron Co. 

Having learned of Mr. Morton's deal- 
ings as Vice-President of the railroad 
with the corporation in which he was 
heavily interested as a stockhoider— 
dealings which threatened to ruin all 
competitors of the Colorado Fuel & Iron 
Co., and which were in defiance of the 
granted by the United 
States courts—the investigators re- 
ported and suggested their readiness for 
action. 

The President was presented with the 
facts as stated and immediately and 
emphatically ordered that no procced- 
ings be taken, as suggested by the in- 
vc stigators, holding that they had no 
positive evidence against the officers 
personally and that to arraign a cor- 
poration for contempt was nonsense. 

Within a few days Paul Morton re- 
signed from the cabinet, and it was an- 
nounced that he had cast his fortune 
with Thomas F. Ryan, and would be- 
come the head of that financier’s sys- 
nr of street railroads in New York 

“ity. 

The proposed prosecution of the Santa 
Fe Railroad, or its officials, for the re- 
bating threatens to become a battle 
of typewriters. Statements of all kinds 
are promised, beginning with one from 
President Roosevelt, which will draw 
forth other statements, and the war of 
word spromises to be interminable. 

The President and Attorney-General 
Moody will each make a statement next 
Tuesday. It is expected that together 
with his own views Attorney-General 
Moody will publish thé statements of 
ex-Attorney-General Harmon and his 
Frederick N. Judson of 8t. 
louis. 

In event Moody does not give out 
the statements of Messrs. Harmon and 
Judson, these two men will probably 
respond by giving their side of the af- 
fair to the public, 
ethics will prevent their speaking in 
advance of their nominal] superior, Mr. 
Moody. 

Preliminary to these statements the 
President and Attorney-General Moody 
today held a long conference with Sec- 
retary Paul Morton, who was first vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Santa Fe when the rebates were al- 
lowed.

Excursion Party Starts Battle

ATLANTA, Ga., June 17.-On 4 negro 
excursion train that left Atlanta to- 
night for Columbus, Ga., five negroes 
were shot dead and seven wounded, 
three of them mortally.

The few who remained when 
the train pulled into Griffin, where a 
detail of police awaited it, were so 
badly frightened that whey could give 
none of the details of the battle. 

The only arrest made at Griffin was 
that of Willis Dennis, charged with 
stabbing another negro to death. 


The scene !n the interior of the 
coaches when Griffin was reached was 
& frightful one. Four of the dead 
pee found piled on top of one another, 
in the aisle of one car and the Afth 
body lay on the tender of the engine 
eg that the battie had extended 
the full length of the train.

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NILLED IN FALL 
‘ON EL CAPITAN 


Mountain Climber in Yosemite 
Met His Death Scrambling 
Where Human Foot Had 
Never Trod. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

«vBEMITE, June 17.—Charles A. Bai- 
ley of Oakland, mountain climber, is no 
more. All that remained of his poor 
broken body, battered and cut by the 
sharp granite of the ledges of the up- 
per wall between the Ribbon fall and 
westerly side of EK] Capitan as it leaped 
to destruction, remained all night and 
until noon next day in the narrow gorge 
five hundred or mere feet below the 
point where he said: ‘‘We will be there 
in & moment,” meaning the top of the 
wall, the place of safety. 

No human being could reach his re- 
mains in the darkness of the Yosemite 
night. Trickling down nearby was the 
Ribbon Fall, while across the way were 
the beautiful Cathedral spires, emblem 
vf the eternity to which he was 50 
suddenly ushered. Up from the south 
wail came echues of the Bridal Veil, 
beautifully impressive, but at times sug- 
gestive of the spirit mind, its poetic 
Indian name. Mr. Bailey had arrived 
here on his fifteenth trip to the valley. 
Hc told his companion at Camp Curry 
that he desired to climb to some place 
where others had not been... He would 
like company. J. C. E. Staats agreed 
to go with him. They left the camp in- 
tending to ascend the sides of one of 
the spires, but he changed his mind 
and told his friend that the gorge to 
the west of El Capitan had never been 
climbed. They would do it. 

So they crossed to the north side of 
the valley and began the ascent, bis last 
one, Up the side of the wall and gorge 
they carefully made their way, climb- 


ing from ledge to ledge, rock to rock 
crevice to crevice. At times they had 
to push each other up, one standing 
upon the shoulders of the other, thus 

ruck or branch.

“I was just in the act of doing 50, 
suid Mr. Staats, ey he seemed to 
turn his left side and In a second he 
had shot off into space to my right, 
striking upon three successive ledges 
about 500 feet apart, and then into the 

gorge ” 

Staats tried to view the remains, and, 
failing to see them, he climbed to the 
top in a few moments, going u -through 
the bottom of the gorge with safety. 
He had advised Bualley to do this before 
the accident, but the latter took the 
more dangerous way. In three hours 
he had reached the village and report- 
ed. Next morning a rescuing party, 
headed by Guardian Harlow, ascended 
to the top of the wall by way of the 
trail, taking along 700 feet of rope. And 
this was even a few feet too short 
The remains were recovered and 
brought here. Death must have been 
instantaneous, the skull being 2h 
hroken. The remains hed to be carried 
four miles on a mule. The body will be 
shipped to his Oakland home.

Hiis face wore a haunted) expressivun 
and he gazed listlessiy at the visitors 
outside. At times he busied himself 
about the room preparing certificates 
for the prison physician and he ex- 
plained to the guard that he aad feit 
so well the night before that he had 
actually gotten four hours’ consecutive 
rest. 

But about himself or his future or the 
crime for which he is being punished 
Bigelow had nothing to say. He _ re- 
fused to be interviewed. 

“It is no use to talk now,” he said. 
“I am here and I intend to stay until 
I ain free."’ 

Warden McCaughrey thinks there is 
no danger of Bigelow running away, 
and for that reason he intends to make 
him a trusty at the earliest possible 
time. Bigelow will then exchange his 
present garb for a blue uniform. 

But his number, 4717, will remain the 
same. This is printed on the back of 
his coat in white or black letters, ac- 
cording to the color of the garment the 
prisoner wears. Stripes are used only 
when the prisoner is guilty of violating 
the Penitentiary regulations. 

“We always trust men.like Bigelow,”’ 
sald the Warden, “because we know 
thye can’t run away. They know their 
consciences would soon overtake them.’ 

Tomorrow Bigelow probably will be 
transferred to the new Penitentiary, a 
mile southwest of the present institu- 
tion, which has been in course of erec- 
tion during the last two years. 

The present structure is anything 
but inviting. It is hardly fit for cattle, 
to say nothing of human beings. The 
cell building is low and stuffy and 
filled with the most repugnant odor. 

It was not a surprise to the guards 
that Bigelow could not stand it. Bven 
the counterfelter, John Speciale, who 
came all the way from Milwaukee with 
Bgelow, complained. Speciale had 
served time before, but he declared he 
had never seen such a pet hole as that 
which .the United States Government 
had provided for its convicts at Fort 
Leavenworth. 

The new penitentiary building will 
be modern in every respect and the 
inmates will have no grievance because 
of inadequate accommodations or un- 
wholesoine surroundings there. 

Bigelow wil! probably serve as an 
assistant to the warden'’s son, who has 
charge of the record department. In 
this department is kept the  photo- 
graphs of all prisoners, their Bertillon 
measurements and the detailed history 
of their past lives. 

Bigelow gave his age as 57, his height 
5 feet 7 inches and weight 18 pounds. 
He used to weigh 170 pounds. 

Opposite the Bertillon measurement 
are Bigelow's thumb and finger prints. 
Bigelow was required, as all other 
Government prisoners for purposes of 
future identification, to make an im- 
pression of the thumb and fingers of 
both hands. This was done by first 
pressing his finger on ink pads and 
then applying them to the paper. 


Time Gained by Good Behavior. 


This scheme, it !s claimed, is a more 
certain means of identification than 
the photograph. Only two persons out 
of 4,000,000, according to the data com- 
piled by the Chinese Government, 
where the system was first introduced, 
have parallel finger formations. 
While Bigelow's sentence is fixed at 
10 years, he may, if his behavior has 
been good, gain his freedom at the 
end of six years and elght months. 
The Federal statutes provide that a 
prisoner sentenced for 10 years shall! 
be entitled to a deduction of 10 days 
each month from his sentence if he 
has not been gullty of an Infraction 
of the prison rules 

After Banker Bigelow was shown 
about the prison and was assigned to 
his cell he was notified of the numer- 
ous regulations to which he would be 
compelled to conform. 


Rules He Must Obey. 


He will be liable to severe punishment 
for: 

Answering to his number in improper 
manner; not making bed properly: being 
out of place in line; clothing not in or- 
Ger; coat not buttoned; crookedness: 
creating a disturbance; disobedience of 
orders; disrespectful conduct of any 
kind; disturbance tn cellNouse; disturb- 
ance in line of march; esveaping; failing 
at inspection; fighting; having on. his 
person any contraband articles, such ax 
money, smoking tobacco; matches, knife, 
penelis, writing paper or postage 
Siamps; hiding out: Insolence to off- 
cers, guard or foreman; injuring lbrary 
books or other property; loafing: laugh- 
ing and fooling; loud talk; larceny; ly- 
ing; malicious mischief of any kind: 
negiect of work; not retiring at proper 
hour; profanity; shirt not buttoned at 
neckband; shirking: smoking; spitting 
on the floor; talking in dining room or 
from cell to cell; talking In line: talk- 
ing at sick call, or in the chapel: us- 
in gthreatening language; wasting food; 
writing unautherized letters. 


Penalties for Infractions. 
The penalties provided vary according 
te the offense. They inciude: 
Reprimenad; lose of chewing tobacco 
privilege; loss’ of letter-writing privi- 


rset | loss of part of “good time;* eoit-

reduction in grade; reduction to stripes; 


loss of all “good time,.”” By good time 
is meant the deduction from the regular 
sentence fixed by the courte when a 
prisoner ‘is credited with good deport- 
mont. 

At present tbere are 1060 prisoners at 
the penitentiary. One half are whites, 
while the balance are made up of 
negroes, Indians and Mexicans. A. ma- 
jority of them are under sentence for 
violation of ihe liquor laws in Indian 
Territory. 


Six Other Bankers There. 


There are e'x bankers besides Pigcelow 
paying the penaity for their rashness. 
Among them is President Broderick of 
Bedford National Bank of Bedford, 
Ind., which failed for pretty nearly a 
million dolalrs a few years ago. hrod- 
erick was convicted on the charge of 
violating the United States banking 
laws in authorizing loans to one indi- 
vidual in a sum exceeding 10 per cent 
of the capital stock of the bank. He 
was sentenced to 10 years. 

The cashier of the bank, who was held 
liable with the president, received a 
five-year sentence. 


Change in His Life. 

In Milwaukee there was no better 
liver than Frank Bigelow. While a lib- 
eral provider, he was not considered 
extravagant. He was not a faddist. He 
loved his home and his books. Occa- 
sionally he went for an outing. itis 
workday was replete with important 
business engagements, but he seldom 
appeared at his office before 9 o'clock. 

Now he must rise at 6, clean up his 
cell and be dressed and ready for the 
morning meal at 6:30. He is required 
to report for duty at 7 o'clock. His job 
will be purely clerical, but bending over 
a desk for 10 hours a day is pretty hard 
labor. 

He goes to lunch at noon, as du the 
other prisoners, all marching in double 
file, and returns to his task at i12:h. 
He is finished for the day at 5 o clock. 
Supper is served at 6:30. He must vat 
in silence, using merely signals to call 
the waiters or ordef more food. 

When he is placed on the parole list 
—that is the list of prisoners aocorded 
more freedom than the others, pecause 
they may be trusted—he will be allowed 
to converse with the other prisoners, 
but not above an undertone. 

From 6 to 9 o'clock in the evening -he 
‘“*trusties’’ are granted the privileges of 
the courtyard. They are not permitted 
to whistle or sing under any «ircum- 
stances. 


Allowed to Chew Tobacco. 

Taps is sounded at 9 o'clock when the 
prisoners must be inside their cells, 
prepared to retire. Before turning out 
the lights ‘they are required to place 
their shoes at the cell door and their 
clothing where it can be plainly seen. 

When Bigelow donned his pniform 
he was handed three tickets by the 
guard. 

The first entitles him to one ration 
of chewing tobacco each week. Bige- 
low wanted to smoke. When this privi- 
lege was denied, he declared he couldn’t 
chew. Practically all of the prisoners 
accustomed to smoking, according to 
the Warden, learn to chew after they 
have been at the Penitentiary a month. 

Chewing tobacco is. certainly not a 
habit that breeds neatness, not is it 
calculated to work less injury than 
smoking. 

But this is one rule which is enforced 
at the prison to the letter. 

The second ticket whioh the banker 
received entitled him to write to 
friends once every two weeks. 

The third gave him permission to see 
friends once in four weeks, except on 
Sundays and holidays. He is permitted 
to receive books, papers and magazines, 
but only such as are approved by the 
Warden. 


Few Things in His Cell. 


He may also keep in his cell family 
photographs, plain towels, comb, brush, 
tooth powder or soap, tooth brush, 
sma!l hand mirror, suspenders and plain 
white handkerchiefs. He will be al- 
lowed no eatables, except such as he 
may eat during interviews with his 
friends. 

Now and then the Warden may grant 
him permission to write an extra let- 
ter, but this is only done In case of 
urgent necessity. He is not allowed io 
receive anything from any citizen or 
person not connected with the Pen!- 
tentiary, except on the written per- 
mission of the Warden. Nor again may 
he mhke a present of any nature what- 
ever to any officer, guard, foreman or 
employe of the Penitentiary. He is also 
forbidden to ask any employe of the 
Penitentiary to mail or write @ letter 
without express permission from the 
Warden. 

If he wishes to address a guard he 
must stand two paces distant and must 
not pass closely in front of an officer 
or guard, or between two officers or 
guards who are conversing, and he 's 
positively enjoined trom saying a word 
to a guard uniess as 4&4 messenger 
charged with urgent and important 


business. 


Terrors of the Dungeon. 


Violation of one of these reguiations 
would subject the offender to « atriped 
suit and confinement in the ‘dungeon 
for. a week or longer. Not @ ray of 
light finds its way into the dungeon, 
and while the prisoner is confined there 
he must stand up, with his arms 
chained to the door from 7 a, m. to 
5 p. m. 

Excepting Bigelow, the most aristo- 
cratic prisoner ever received at Fort 
Leavenworth was Capt. Oberlin M. 
Carter, convicted of defrauding the 
Government on contracts in connection 
with the Wuilding of the harbor at Sa-

TOWER GROVE HEIGHTS

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Mercantile Trust Co.’s Sale at Auction of New Residence 
District More Successful Than Was Anticipated, 
and All Day the Crowds Viewed Sites.

Bidding from the start was spirited, 
but those present were decidedly in 
search of bargains, so the prices in 
many instances were slightly be- 
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vannah. The prisoners missed Carter 
when he left the Penitentiary for he 
was genia) and instructive anj made 
friends rapidly. 

Carter determined to make the best 
of his fate from the start. When Bige- 
low was admitted he feared the War- 
den would assign him to some sort. of 
manual labor that would throw him in 
contact with the negro and Indian 
prisoners. There are all sorts of work- 
shops at the Penitentiary and outside 
help is employed only for the principal 
positions in executive departments, 
Cooks, waiters, electricians, carpenters, 
builders and all manner of mechanics 
are found among the ranks of the pris- 
oners.

eral hundred acres which affurds ihe 
necessary vegetables and other market 
products for the institution, 

Bigelow came to the prison under es- 
cort of two deputy marshals, accom- 
panied by his brother, R. 5S. Bigelow, 
and his son, Gordon Bigelow. 


Accompanied by His Son. 
Young Gordan Bigeiow had a gay 
time when his father’s financial pros- 
perity was at its crest. Figuratively 
speaking, he ‘‘painted Milwaukee red’”’ 
night after night, year in and year out, 
and lived like a millionaire on a cler- 
ical income, Nothing was too rich for 
young Gordon’s blood and no antic 
was so foolish that it did not find fa- 
vor among his miserable inclinations.

Goll Bled Bigelow. 


Henry Goll, cashier of the First Na- 
tiotial Bank, under Bigelow’s regime, 
who helped Bigelow plunder the insti- 
tution, and Gordon Bigelow were birds 
of a feather. If there is suwWh a thing 
as a comparison, Goll was the worst 
of the two. He bled Bigelow 
right and left for money and threw 
away thousands of dollars in gambling. 
It was wine, women, song and gam- 
bling with Goll always, and there was 
no limit to the nature or the extent of 
his alarming dissipation. 


On the tnorning of April 22, Pres. 
Bigelow, then one of the highly re- 
specied citizens of Milwaukee, and be- 
pond question the abiest financial au- 
thority in the Northwest, left Milwau- 
kee for a short trip out of town and 
did not return until evening. In his 
absence his brotber, William Bigelow, 
who was a director in the First Nation- 
al, had occasion to visit the bank. 


While there William Bigelow opened 
a telegram addressed to his brother 
from the National City Bat? of New 
York.

These bidders 
came in pairs and parties, and were 
plainly intent on getting locations where 
théir friends would be their neighbors. 

According to the terms of the sale, a 
deposit was necessary to hold the lot 
selected, and a temporary cashier's of- 
fice was installed in-a moving wagon, 
where all conveniences of a modern of- 
fice, such as desks, files and typewriters 
were convenient to issue receipts to 
those who bought. and to give necessary 
contracts ‘to bind the sales.

“Now I have been quoted as saying 


that your political system over here 
would prevent the successful operation 
of franchises” by your municipalities. 
That is a mistake. What I did say, and 
wish to reiterate, is that your political 
system presented difficulties that are 
unknown to us at home. While, of 
course, we have politics there, they do 
not enter into the question of municipal 


ownership. 

“Every man sinks his politics and is 
imbued only with civic pride. In this 
connection all our citizens are one. 
They take pride in the operation of the 
tramways and nga every one 
becomes an inspector as it were. We 
really have no need for inspectors, as 
everybody in Glasgow feels that he has 
an interest in the tramway. And every- 
body does his best to make its operation 
a success.

DANGER IN TANK CARS

RENO, Nev., June 17.—A_ half-filled 
tank of petroleum wrecked an entire 
freight train on the most dangerous

LONDON, June 17.—The policy of the 
Admiralty in casting ships from the 
navy has been revised. Under the orig- 
inal scheme 11 battleships.

GLENN, WHO LONGS TO BE FORGOTTEN 


Ellis Glenn as She Really Is and as She Looked in Man’s Clo thes.

“I Am Too Glad to Be Out of 
the Public Eye Ever to Wish 
to Get Back in Again,” Is 
Her Declaration. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARKERSBURG, W. V.. June 17.— 
“I write a book? Not much! I'm too 
glad to be out of.the public eye to ever 
wish to get back in again. No, I have 
retired, and I propose to remain re- 
tired.”’ 

This is the way Ellis Glenn disposes 

of the rumor that she was contemplat- 
ing authorship in the form of her own 
story. 
Ellis Glenn, famous because of the fact 
that for a year or more the authorities 
could not prove whether she was a 
man or woman, has been set free. The 
State has dropped the cases against 
her. She was arrested six years ago at 
Hillsboro, Ill, on a cmharge of forgery 
while wearing man's attire. She posed 
as &@ man and mingled with other men 
on terms of intimacy and her sex was 
never questioned by her associates. 

It was in the summer of 1898 that 
Ellis Glenn first flashed athwart the 
horizon of Montgomery County, II. 
Where she originally came from or 
what her antecedents were is not defin- 
itely known. She appeared in the guise 
of an agent of a sewing machine com- 
pany, duly accredited by the represen- 
tative of the company in St. Louis. She 
was habited in the garments of a man 
and to all intents and appearances was 
of the masculine gender. 

Butler is a small hamlet, situated 
about four miles from Hillsboro. James 
Duke lived there with his two daugh- 
ters, Ella and Nellie. Ella was * years 
old and Nellie was two years her senior. 
Old man Duke was an honest, simple- 
minded farmer, whose whole existence 
was wrapped up in the welfare of his 
daughters. 

Within three months after her first 
appearance at the Duke. home she was 
regarded as virtually a member of the 
family. Miss Ella had accepted her 
as a suitor for her hand and heart, 
Miss Nellie addressed her affectionately 
as “brother” and the old man was 
tickled to death, almost, at the new ac- 
quisition to the family. 

She drank whenever the occasion de- 
manded, but never to excess, played 
cards and shook games of dice, display- 
ing g00d judgment in the games, used 
mild “cuss words’ when exigency de- 
manded, and was equal to the telling 
of a story with just enough suggestion 
in it to please an audience of males 
whose perception was blunted by alco- 
holic indulgence. Once in a while she 
affected to filrt with some of the more 
impressionable girls ef the town, and 
also teld her associates, in confidence, 
of imaginary trysts with imaginary fe- 
males. 

In the meantime her courtship of 
pretty, confiding Ella Duke was pro- 
gressing favorably. Ella had conceived 
a deep and lasting affection for Glenn

and the latter was not slow to improve 
her opportunity in this quarter. The 
prestige she would gain as the accepted 
suitor of the “daughter of one of the 
oldest and most respected citizens of 
the county was a lever in the further- 
ance of her schemes that could not 
be overlooked. She played the game to 
the Nmit. 

In her role of sewing machine agent 
Ellis Glenn had ample opportunity to 
select her prospective victims among 
the wealthy residents of the. county. 
She finally settled upon Dunean and 
John McLean, brothers, two of the 
wealthiest men in Montgomery County, 
as her most likely victims. Her scheme 
was that old, yet ever new one, prac- 
ticed so successfully - by lghtning-rod 
agents and others of obtaining the sig- 
natures. of responsible parties and 
either using the originals or forging 
them to notes of large amounts. 


All would probably have gone well 
with Glenn had she been more pains- 
taking in her investigations of the hab- 
its and characteristics of her prospect- 
ive victims. Duncan McLean is able to

Glenn did not know this, and the ignor- 
ance was fatal to her plans. 


Forgery Plans Miscarry. 


Through a simple note addressed to 
Duncan McLean she received a reply, 
bearing his signature. She then ad- 
dressed an equally simple letter to 
John, asking the value he placed upon 
one of his horses. The McLeans knew 
Gienn very well, she having cal'ed upon 
them several times on business, and 
they had no hesitation in replying. 
John, however, dictated his reply to his 
daughter and she signed his: name in 
her own handwriting. which was a 
round, full hand, very 
her father’s. When Glenn had received 
as she thought, the signatures of the 
McLean brothers, she forged them to 
a note for $2000. It was her . intention 
when she had discounted this note to 
leeve the neiehborhood. 

Unfortunately for Glenn, the’ man to 
whom she offered the note for discount 
was familiar with the signatures of the 
McLean brothers, and when Genn pre- 
sented it he made some excuse for a de- 
lay in the _ transaction. Glenn be- 
came suspicious of the delay, and in 
some manner, recovered possession of 
the original note, which she destroyed 
The holder of the note, however, had 
retained it in his possession long 
enough to obtain a copy of it. When he 
received word from the McLean broth- 
ers that the note was a forgery. he, at 
thelr suggestion, and with their co-op- 
eration, had Glenn indicted for forgery

The Delmar Jockey Club defied the 
State officers yesterday, and cespite the 
expiration of the breeders’ law and the 
effectiveness of the law mak'ng it a 
felony to gambie on a recetrack, per- 
mitted gambling in its betting ring on 
the six races which were run. 

The attendance was smal! Instead of 
the 10.00 persons who »previously 
thronged the track on Saturdays, there 
were a scant 1500. 

Thstead of the thousand or more wom- 
en who previvusly occupied the grand- 
stand, there were less than 100. 

Instead of the crowds that previously 
pucked the betting ring between race, 
Wagering sums of from $1 to $1000 on 
the horses, there were never more than 
509 there. 

Instead of the 


25 


bookmakers who 
previously stood on the. blocks and 
shouted their odds, six men, five of 
whom are directly associated with the 
jockey ciub or its officers and owners, 
fat humped over on stools and took ay 
many of the bets as they could handle. 

Instead of the 20 barkeepers who pre- 
viously had all ‘they could do to attend to 
the wants of the patrons, there were 
seven who had plenty of time to gos- 


The usual number of “touts” were on 
hand. One popcorn man and one wie- 
nerwurst man did ‘slow business 
official caller romped through the bet- 
ting ring at the end of each race ant 
yollied itis “all right” to the resound- 

echoes of the empty place. 


. The betting was confined to the bet- 


ting ring. The busy poolsellers, who 
have heretofore busiied through the 
grandstand taking bets from women, 
were not in evidence. These of the 
wemen who wanted to bet had o find 
men who were willing to brave the 
orush around the six bookmakers in tne 
betting ring. But few of the women 
eared to bet. They could not place $1 
bets, and only now and then could there 
be placed a bet leas than $%. There were | 
no tickete—neo receipts of any kind. And 
it is not @ trait of the feminine race- | 
track frequenter to make $5 bets with- | 
out having anything to show for them. 


No Strangers in Ring. 

The six bookmeaers were Wharles J. 
Celia, @ relative of Louis Cella, head of 
the Cella-Adier-Tilles combination, own- 
ere of the racetrack; Harry Noel, a 
brother-in-law of “Cap Tilles, another 
member of the combination, and George 
Bhriich, “Milly’ Shannon and “Jack 
Piyan, long recognized as close asao- 
clates of the “‘combine’"’ members. The 
other bookmaker was Max Gumberts, 
proprietor of the Delmar roadhouse, a 
well-known bookmaker, who has always 
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combination book, but it aid no busi- 
ness of consequence. 

) The six bookmakers sat on stools in 
| front of six of the booths they formerly 
loceupied. Beside each waa a tired-look- 
ing man who held up in one hand a 
small slate, twice the size of a folded 
race program, on which were chalked 
figures showing the odds offered on 
horses entered in the race. The man 
who took the bets had a leather satchel 
in front of him; at his elbow was a man 
who was humped over a sheet of paper 
tacked to a wide board. 

Ae the bettor crushed his way for- 
ward to the man whih the satchel, that 
individual took his money and called 
off tu the man with the big sheet in 
front of him: 

“Fifteen to five straight No. 3. Badge 
No. 1111.’ 

The bettor’s money dropped into the 
satchel, and ¢he sheet writer scratched 
a jot of cipher letters in the columns 
under the figure ‘°3."" Sometimes he 
wrote with a stylograph which made 
no mark oh the top sheet, but left its 
record through carbon paper on lower 
sheets. In is case “No. 3 was Ec- 
lectic, winner of the third race. After 
the running of the race, the winning 
bettors lined up behind the old betting 
booth while a man checked off from 
the betting sheet the winning ticket 
numbers and amounts. 

There were delays and hitches. Be- 
fore any bet.was paid there was a lot 
of figuring by the cashier, who was 
evidently trying to decipher the cabal- 
istic markings into something that he 
could understand. Whnen he fin- 
ished this and the bettor presented the 
badge whose number corresponded with 
the record, he was paid. 


‘No Record of Bet. 


Sometimes the record was deficient. 
One instance was after the ¢hird race, 


when the owner of badge No. 329 pre- 
sented a claim for $28 on a bet of H— 
$20 to $2 to win and $4 to $2 to show— 
on Una C., payment was refused. The 
man insisted and brought forward per- 
sons to testify that he had made the 
bet at that book. Then officers of the 
Central.Turf Association, which is sup- 
posed to control the betting, promised 
to straighten the matter out for him 
later in the day. 

No receipt of any Kind was given the 
bettors. They had to depend upon the 
honesty of the bookmakers and the ac- 
curacy with which the bookmaker's 
assistants recorded the bet and  de- 
ciphered the mysterious letters which 
‘oid nothing to the uninitiated. 


One Bookmaker Arrested. 


St. Louls County officers were not 
beac > uous, Sheriff Herpel was there: 
but declared he was not on business 
He talked with 8 m Adler several min- 


utes, and assured him that mo arrest 
would be made until the last race had 
been run. When that rece was end>d, 
} ‘hief Deputy Sheriff Campbell] ap- 


proached George Ehr'ich, o.e of the 
bookmakers, and told him he was under 
‘arrest, Ebrlich went with Campbell to 
| the secretary's office and gave bond. 

There. was little cheerin t any time 
during the running of the races. There 
was no enthusiasm. There ws nono of 
the holiday spirit. Patrons and oe shes 
looked like a barnstorming troup of 
actors under a two-weeks’ nodtice, with 
the two weeks just about up.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
ASKS FOR INFORMATION

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 17.—The 
following’ letter concerning the race 
meeting in St. Louls was trarsmitted 
to Gov. Folk by Attorney-Generai H., 
S. Hadley today: 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 17, 1905. 
Iion. Joseph W. Folk, Governor, City. 

Dear Sir—I beg to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 16th inst., in which you 
state that you are advised by newspaper re- 
ports that ‘‘certain rties or associations of 
persons in St. Louls County propose to operate 
a racetrack and have the betting made under 
some new system,’’ the exact nature of which 
you are not advised. 

In answer to your inquiry as to ‘‘whether 
or not the scheme they propose to operate 
under is covered by the provisions of House 
bill No. 716, probibiting- bookmaking and pool- 
selling.*’ beg to advise that it would be 
impossible for me to say, without a more 
definite statement as to the nature of the 
proposed scheme, whether it is, or is not, in 
violation of the law. 

- As this law, however, prohibits the recording 
or registering of any bet or wager or the 
selling of pools upon the result of any trial 
or contest of skill, speed or endurance of mun 
or beast, I cannot conceive how any scheme 
can be devised for the evasion of this law 
which would not require some record or regis- 
tration of the bets made. Any memoranda 
which would serve the purpose of a record of 
registration of a bet made would. in my opin- 
fon, bring iBc act within the meaning of this 
statute.

CANADIANS. CANKOT 
DEPORT AMERICANS 


Dominion Courts Find Alien 
Labor Law Invalid—Pere 
Marquette Officials Win. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TORONTO, Ontario, June 17.—’The 
Canadian Parliament has no power to 
decree the deportation of aliens and the 
law which was passed purporting to 
give the power of deportation to the 
Attorney-General is void.”’ 

In a judgment from which there is no 
appeal Justice Anglin made this decla- 
ration today and has turned the weapon 
of retaliation against the United States 
into a broken reed.

That Members of Higrarchy 
Are Being Reprimanded. 


CHURCH MUSIC THE ISSUE 


Failure to Observe Papal De-

ROME, June 17.—There is much spec- 
ulation in ecclesiastical circles here ow- 
ing to the fact that more than a dozen 
members of the American hierarchy are 
now in Rome. Among them are the 
Archbishops of Philadelphia, Dubuque 
and Vancouver, and the Bishops of Con- 
cordia, Sioux City, Omaha, Wheeling 
and Belleville. 

They have all been received in private 
audience by the Pope, some of them 
more than once, and are daily visitors

the palaces of the cardinal members of 
that congregation. 

It is surmised that some of these 
American prelates have come here in or- 
der to pay their customary visit ‘‘ad 
limina,"’ but as the canon law of the 
church does not oblige them to come to 
Rome for this purpose oftener than 
once in five years, gnd several of the 
same prelates have paid a visit to the 
Vatican since the election of Pius X, it 
is the general opinion that the Pope has 
summoned some of them to Rome to 
answer to complaints and to receive offi- 
clal suggestions regarding the conduct 
of thelr diocese. ’ 

Pius X is very paricular in obtain- 
ing beforehand all information possi- 
ble regarding the personality and the 
work of every bishop who comes to 
Rome. As soon as a request is made 
to him for a special audience, he ob- 
tains from the congregation from 
which the bishop depends all docu- 
ments regarding his person_and dio- 
cese, and by the time the audience is 
granted the Pope is thus enabled to 
discuss matters with the prelate with 
a full knowledge of the subject, 
sometimes to the great astonishment 
of the visiting bishop himself. 

The American prelates now present 
in Rome have all been treated with 
the utmost deference and considera- 
tion by the church authorities, and, 
if there has been any reprimand ad- 
ministered by the Vatican officials, it 
is not known to the general public. 
There are, however, rumors that cer- 
tain members of the American hier- 
archy have failed to comply with re- 
cent deliberations of the authorities 
of the Vatican and that this is the 


reason why some have been sum- 
moned to Rome.

sengers Are -Affected by High Speed and Great 6 
Weight of New Cars—Curious- Conditions at -7Man 


St. Louis 


46-Foot Cars Were Contemplated. 


ERVOUS. visitors coming to 

St. Louis assert that more 

thrills per mile are to be 

secured on the street cars 

of this city than on those 

of any other city in the Unit- 

ed States. They feel the thrills 

themselves and a great number 

of residents of St. Louis feel them also. Many 

people in St. Louis complain that they are thrown 

into a condition of great alarm by what they de- 

scribe as the reckless manner in which cars are run 

at a rate of speed dangerous not only to people in 
the street but to all passengers. 

The nervou~ condition of ‘many St. Louis people 
when riding in the cars of this city is due to two 
causes: First, a recollection of the daily slaughter 
that went on in the streets of St. Louis up to the 
time of the inroduction of the pneumatic brake; 
second, to a knowledge of the extraordinary size 
and weight of the new cars now being used in St. 
Louis—the largest cars of their kind in the 
world. 

These enormous cars are 46 feet in length and 
each of them weighs four tons and when such 
a car is loaded with passengers the weight of the 
car and passengers combined ranges from 8 to 
10. tons. The friction has been reduced to a mini- 
mum in these gigantic cars. On the smallest grade 
they start off readily by their own weight and 
acquire a terrific momentum without any assis- 
tance from the electric current. On down grades 
the current is saved and the cars run by their 
own weight. On the inclines on the Olive street 
line, for instance, numerous complaints have been 
made by nervous passengers that the cars run at 
a speed greater than that permitted by law and 
one dangerous to every passenger on board be- 
cause of the liability that the car might collide 
with some wagon or other street car at a crossing 
or that it might jump the track. Those who have 
been most alarmed under these conditions have 
been people with a knowledge of mechanics who 
appreciated the tremendous weight of the cars 
and the terrific speed they acquire. The possibility 
of one of these gigantic cars leaving the track and 
running amuck is realized by St. Louisans who 
know of many similar occurences. 

One of the most remarkable thrills to be ob- 
tained in St. Louis, and as to which many people 
have complained, is at the corner of Gravois and 


California avenues. Passengers who have occas- 
ion to frequently use the cars at this point make 
the remarkable assertion that the motormen, 
knowing of a peculiar optical illusion that exists 
there, deliberately frighten passengers by creat- 
ing the impression that a collision is imminent 
when, as a matter of fact, they know that the 
crossing is a safe one. The situation is this: A 
Bellefontaine car going west on Gravois avenue 
approaches California avenue. Here, as a matter 
of fact, it turns at right angles, but the turn is 
generally invisible from the car, which appears to 
be going on a track continuing down Gravois 
avenue west of California avenue. The passenger 


» 


in the car thinks it is going in a straight line and 
sees apparently the track running on ahead of it. 
Suddenly, to his astonishment, he beholds another 
car coming up Gravois avenue at full speed on 
what appears to be the same track, making a head- 
on collision between two enormous. cars loaded 
with passengers inevitable. Certain motormen, it 
is claimed, amuse themselves by taking advantage 
of this illusion and putting on a high.apeed to 
alarm the passengers. 

Another variation of the same thrill is afforded 
at this corner when cars appear to be directly in 
line with other cars at right angles. The motor- 
man here also puts on a burst of speed and many 
passengers are convinced that a terrible disaster 
is about to ensue. As a matter of fact the corner 
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is safe, but numerous complaints are made. by péo- 
ple who do not know this fact. 

This is quite different from a number of other 
corners in St. Louis where real danger exists un- 
known to most of the passengers. These are the 
corners where it is impossible for any two of the 
large new cars to pass each other on a curve. 
Among such are the south curve at the corner of 
Eleventh street and Chouteau avenue, and the 
curve at Eleventh street and Park avenue. There 
are many other curves in St.Louis in the same con- 
dition, where two of the new cars attempting to 
pass each other on the curve would probably cause 
great loss of life. 

It may seem strange that any double track rail- 
road system should exist whose cars cannot pass 
each other on a curve. The explanation given of 
the St. Louis condition is this: The present-tracks 
were laid down for the old, moderate size street 
car. Any two of these could pass on any of the 


‘St. Louis curves without danger of colliding and 


in perfect safety. The new car, however—which 
by the way is a St. Louis invention—is 46 feet 
long and 9 feet wide and its platforms project 7 

feet on either end. " 

When such a car is going around a curve it re- 
mains a rigid entity but its two trucks are inde- 
pendent of each other and hold to the tracks. Be- 
yond these trucks the gigantic platforms of tne 
cars Swing with an irresistible power outside the 
tracks in a radius all their own. This may be wit- 
nessed any day at any street ear crossing in St. 
Louis. The line in which the platforms of one 
car swing on a dangerous curve is cut into for a 
considerable distance by the danger line of a car 
on the other track. In other words, two of these 
cars attempting to pass on such a curve would 
cut into each other and probably kill many people. 
The distance which one would eut into the other 
depends on the part of the curve where they 
meet. At some points of the curve the collision 
would be slight, at other points fatal. 

The street railroad authorities are aware of 
these facts and have drawings of the dangerous 
curves in St. Louis showing how the lines of the 
new cars overlap. Their provision against the 
occurrence of such an accident as is made possible 
by the existence of these conditions, is a simple 
rule prohibiting any two cars from attempting to 
pass on a curve. Every motorman knows that he 
must not take his car on a curve until the road is 
clear when the car on the other track has the 
right of way. The railway company has taken 
every measure to prevent a terrible accident on 
these curves except by laying down the tracks 
anew in such a manner as to make a collision an

Rilliet, Who Declared He Would Be Back in St. Louis 
for the World’s Fair—The Ziegler Exploration Scheme

[EGLER’S North Pole expedi- 
tion is lost in the Arctic. With 
it is Charles E. Rilliet, an ad-

most pretentious expedition 

ever organized for the discovery of the Pole. It 
should have been home last summer. It has not 
even been heard of on the northernmost outposts 
of civilization along both sides of the Atlantic. 
Where is it? 

Two years ago-this month the Ziegler expedi- 
tion, under Anthony Fiala, with Charles E. Ril- 
liet, a St. Louis engineer, as chief of aeronautics 
and sledges, sailed for Franz Josef Land from 
Tromsoe, Norway. 

"We'll be back for the World’s Fair,’’ Rilliet 
wrote to St. Louis from Tromsoe on the eve of 
their departure into the North. The World’s Fair 
has gone. Millionaire Ziegler is dead. The big 
North ‘Pole expedition is listed with the posses- 
sions of an estate. The relatives and friends of 
the men who sailed with Fiala are deeply con- 
cerned. For the first time, perhaps, in the his- 
tory of polar exploration, an expedition seeking 
the North Pole is in its turn sought by an admin. 
istrator.

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Who WAS the Crabbed Old Man Living Alone in St. Louis’ Great Tenement and Hiding Away His Gold Under 
Piles of Driftwood?—Was He Michael Tannum No. | or Michael Tanham No. 2?—Did He Leave a Wife and 
Son in Boston?—Did He Adopt His Cousin’s Name and Age When He Married?—Strange Story of Two Men 
of the Same Name From the Same Town in Ireland Who Came to America the Same Year and Disappeared 
—Different Spellings of Same Name Add to Confusion—Was the St. Louis Mystery a Tanham at All?— 
Various Theories to Explain an Amazing Legal Tangle—What Lawyers Say.

Only a bank book was found, a dirty, frayed, greasy book 
that the gentle Sisters opened gingerly- they digtnot want 
to soil their hands. This record shbwed that Michael Tan- 
num had $26,000 deposited in the Boatman’s Bank of St. 
Louis and that the certificates were on deposit at the Mis- 
souri-Lincoln Trust Co. This simply told the tale of a 
strange miser. Waoen Garrard Strode, the Public Admin- 
istrator, took charge of the estate and advertised for 
heirs of Michael Tannum, e\traordinary facts began to 
develop. Two sets of claimants haye employed attorneys 
in St. Louis and begun a contest for the money. 

Philip Tannum of Kells, Coutity Meath, Ireland, contends 
that the man who died in St. M y's was a brother. He 
ia joined by other relatives, A torney James L. Minnis 
of St. Louis represents these heifs. ‘According to the- facts 
which he presents, Michael T inum, the son .of Michael 
Tannum and Mary Lynch Tefeure, was born in Kells, 
County Meath, Ireland, and christened Aug. 17, 1823, at the 
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Church of St. Columbkill. He came to, America in 1848 
and further trace of him was lost. This Michael Tannunr 
had cause to conceal his identity because of an irregularity 
that occurred in Ireland. This is given as the reason why 
he ‘never communicated with the present claimants. ile 
had a cousin in Kells named Michael Tanham. This Michael 
Tanham also came to America in the same year that the 
other Michael did, but net with him. According to the bap- 
tismal papers which Mr. Minnis secured, the latter Michael 
Tanham was born in 1840 and christened at the same fount 
as the other Michael, July 11, 1840. Hence, there was a 
difference of nearly 18 years between the ages of Michael 
Tannum and Michael Tanham. The importance of this fact 
will develop. 

About the same time that the Tannums in Ireland intro- 
duced their claim to the dead man’s money, Mrs. Elizgbeth 
Dolan Tannam of Boston, Mass., made claim to the estate 
left by the old hermit of the Ashley Buikiing. She said he 
was Michael Tannam of Kells, County Meath, Ireland, wh» 
had married her at Bridgewater, Mags., in September, 1864. 
A son, George, was born to them, who joins with Mrs. Do- 
lan Tannam in contesting for’ the estate. Mrs. Tannam 
states that shortly after the birth of the son (two years 
after their marriage) Michael Tannam left her and went 
to California. He wrote home twice and sent her 3100 
shortly after he reached California. 
and she had never seen her husband since. 

Mrs. Tannam claims that it was her husband who died 


His letters then ceased 


in St. Louis. She claims that he is the same man who was 
baptised in Kells under the name of Michael Tannum, Judge 
W. W. Henderson of the law firm of Henderson & Becker 
has charge of her contest. 

The case was first called before Circuit Judge Kinsey 
May 2% but was continued. Attorney Minnis has copies 
of the baptismal records from Kells which establish the 
age of Michael Tannum and the fact that his mother’s name 
was Mary Lynch. He also has the baptismal record of 
Michael Tanham. His theory is that it was Michael Tan- 
ham, the younger of the cousins, who married Elizabeth 
Dolan, not Michael Tannum. The difference in the spell- 
ing of the names Tanham and Tannam in the Dolan mar- 
riage was, it is claimed, simply clerical, The marriage ree 
ord showed that the man who married Elizabeth Dolan 
had given his age as 22 years and had said his mother's 
name was Jane and his father’s Richard Tanham. These 
are the names of the father and mother of Michael Tan- 
ham of Kells, as spread on the birth records, 

The age of the man who died in St. Louis and left the 
fortune was thought to be about 75 years. He looked 
that age. Consequently Mr. Minnis argues that it could 
not have been the husband of Elizabeth Tannam, who gave 
his age as 20 years when he was married in 1864. As a 
clincher Mr. Minnis brings forward Mr. Paul Jennis, who 
had been an official at the St. Louis Union Trust Co., now 
the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co., when the Ashley Building 
Mystery rented the safe deposit box to guard his certiti- 
cates. According to rule, Mr. Jennis required the man to 
give his birthplace and the name of his mother. The renter 
said he was born in Kells, County Meath, Ireland, that his 
mother’s maiden name was Mary Lynch. He spelled his 
name Tannum. 

Judge W. W. Henderson contends that this theory is not 
in any way detrimental to the claims of Mrs. Elizabeth 
lannam. “The man who died in St. Louis spelled pis 
name both Tannum and Tannam,” says Judge Hendersun. 
“He was not an educated man and used first one spelliny 
apd then the other. 

“There is no good reason,” says Judge Henderson. “why 
the man who married my client should not be the same 
Michael Tannam whose kindred Mr. Minnis represents. We 


may both be contending for the estate of the same maa. - 


There is a strong likelihood that the son of Mary Lynch 
is the same man who married Elizabeth Dolan. Mrs. Tan- 
nam states her husband had often said he had misstate! 
his age when they were married. He told her that he was 
a much older man than he appeared to be. 
men look far older than they are and it is common for a 
man to appear years younger than he is. 

“It seems extraordinary that two Michael Tannams could 
come from the same town to America and each totally dis- 
appear. The-spelling of the name is not of moment, as “he 
man who died in St. Louis spelled it two ways and proba- 
bly three. Michael Tannam, the older of the cousins, had 
left lreland under a cloud.

It might be well to ent out the playing 
board, as here shown and mount it on card 
board, so that it may be used through suc- 
cessive tournaments among the different 
braves of the tribe.

Te: is the season when boys and 
girls delight to play outdoors. What 
do they say to playing Indian? It 
is the finest of all outdoor games. It has 
fun in it, and instruction as well. Ernest 
Thompson Seton the noted student of ani- 
mals and woodcraft. has organized th’s y¢ar 
a big tribe of boys and girls, which he 
calls the Woodcrafters. He is teaching 
them how to build camps, how to play In- 
dian. how to name a bird by its song, how 
to tel’ one wild plant from another, and 
hundreds of other things which are de- 
lightful and useful to wood-loving young 
people. 

Not every boy and girl may be a member 
of Mr. Seton's big tribe, but they may 
all organize little tribes of their own and 
play Indian to their heart's content. 

The first thing to do is to organize a 
tribe. The way to do this is to get all the 
way from a half dozen to twu dozen con- 
gFenia) boys and girls and organize them 
i.to a tribe. A nume may be taken from 
some one of the tribes which formerly 
lived in: this part Of the country. For in- 
stance, a tribe organized in St. Louis could 
be called the Missouri Tribe, after the Mis- 
suuri Indians, who formerly lived-here. Or 
they could be called the Osages, whwu were 
also a Missouri tribe in early days. Uli- 
ns tribes might call themselves the Llini, 
after the tribe which left its name to the 
State; or they might be the Peorias, the 
Kaskaskias, the Sacs, the Foxes, the Puot- 
(fwacttamies—all of whom were in Waole or 
part indians of carly Lilinolis.

But be sure that the grain runs straight. 
Cut your piece the desired length, say 5 
feet. and then split your stick down as 
nearly as possible to the necessary width 
and thickness. This will probably be about 
% by 1% inches along the middle. Then use 
drawing knife, plane or jack-knife to taper 
down the ends. Try it every little while to 
see when it bends just right.
